Subject: Request for Advice on the Procedure in Applying for Liquor Licence Health Approval. 
Dear Sir/Madam, 

I have been assisting business places over the years in their applications to obtain approval from the 
Magistrate’s Court to get new licenses and renew their old liquor licenses, with one authority I 
interact with being the Regional Health’s, County Medical Officer of Health. 

This year my client Niang Di Wu of Welcome Inn Mini Mart, situate at No 73 Saddle Road, Maraval, 
had an unpleasant response from Inspector Cuffie and a very long delay in obtaining your approval 
for the Court, attending 3 Court hearings to date, the final will be this Thursday 5 th May 2016 and the 
approval was paid for today, Tuesday the 3 rd day of May 2016.. 

Mr. Cuffie’s concern was that my client had a kitchen and was selling cooked food, and he had a 
meeting with Ms. Di Wu and advised her to get a Special Restaurant Licence and close the entrance 
to the kitchen from the Mini Mart and open it from outside. 

My client is a young mother of 2, starts work at 6am and leaves at 7pm. She prepares breakfast, 
lunch and dinner for herself and children from her domestic kitchen at No 73 Saddle Road, Maraval 
and was having extra items for sale. 

She has since stopped the sale of the extra items and is now taking care of herself and 2 children. 

I have enclosed the relevant documents to view what has been the history of this matter and require 
guidance in preparing for next year’s application. Said Documents are as follows:- 

Document 1 : My authority to act as Agent for Niang Di Wu (done for all my clients annually). 
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Document 2: No 73 Saddle Road, Maraval 2015 Certificate of Registration, noting what she was 
authorized to sell. 

Document 3:- the Schedule 1 Application for 2016, hand submitted Fri/29/Jan/2016 in Belmont, 
again noting what she is applying to do at No 73 Saddle Road, Maraval, with approval now granted. 

Document 4: 4 pages from the Liquor Licence Act Chap. 84:10, noting Sect. 18 (5) under Part IV, 
Procedure for Obtaining a Licence and Sect. 35. (1), under Part V, Powers of Licensees, and 
altogether indicating Ms. Di Wu power to act as she has been doing. 

Document 5: a page from Ms. Di Wu Lease Agreement giving authority to operate a Grocery, not a 
Special Restaurant as is advised by Mr. Cuffie. 

Document 6: pages 3 and 5 of Customs and Excise Division, Guidelines for persons dealing in the 
sale of intoxicating liquor, indicating what is the Spirit Grocer and Special Restaurant Licence 
Holders authorized to do. 

Document 7: are my 2 page guidelines from the Ministry of Health web page about Public Health 
Inspectors and what they do. 

What the above indicates is that Ms. Di Wu has to get approval from the Landlord to open a Special 
Restaurant at No 73 Saddle Road and Town & Country Planning approval to do same, after making 
the changes to accommodate Special Restaurant status, and then do a new application to the Court 
and elsewhere. Actions she is not prepared to take at this present time. 

I therefore respectfully request any correction of and/or approval in my manner of dealing with the 
County Medical Officer of Health for the future, in Port of Spain or elsewhere.

34. Where an application is made for the transfer of a licence, 
the licensing committee, in the event of the licence being lost or 
mislaid or wilfully withheld by the holder thereof, may receive a 
copy of such licence and deal with it as provided above in case 
such licensing committee is satisfied that the licence is withheld 
by some person without any legal right to withhold the same.
